An  ordinance  to  condemn,  open  and  widen  J^awrence 
Street,  between  Key  Iligtiway  and  Fort  Avenue,  in 
accordance  witli  a  Plat  tliereof  filed  in  tlie  Office  of 
ttie  Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets,  on  the 
Twenty-eiglitli  day  of  March,  1910,  and  now  on  file 
in  said  Office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  Uie  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  Com- 
missioners for  Opening  Streets  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn, 
open  and  widen  Lawrence  Street,  l>etween  Key 
Highway  and  Fort  Avenue,  said  LaAvrence 
Street  to  be  widened  from  its  present  mdth  of 
sixty-six  feet  {^^')  to  a  proposed  width  vary- 
ing from  ninety-one  and  thirty-seven  one-hun- 
dredths  feet  (91.37')  to  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
one  and  thirty-seven  one-hundredths  feet 
(161.37'),  the  land  hereby  proposed  to  be  con- 
demned for  said  opening  being  described  as  fol- 
lows:

Council  of  Baltimore  now  in  force  and  applic- 
able thereto.

bi-v.iiu.>  I.  Be  it  ordaiiied  by  ike  Mayor 
and  City  Councit  of  Baltimore  that  the  United 
Railways  aud  Electric  Cuiupaiiy  of  Baltimore, 
ito  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  lay  doNvii,  con- 
struct, maintain  lUid  operate  double  electric 
railway  tracks  with  all  the  necessary  curves, 
ix)les,  overhead  trolley  wires,  feed  wires  and 
overhead   construction   and   appurtenances,   on.

Provided  that  no  ]>ayment  shall  be 
made  for  the  material  cars  of  The  United  Rail- 
ways and  Electric  Company  hauling  its  own 
material  and  carrying  no  freight  or  goods  for 
hire.  The  said  payments  to  be  made  quarterly 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the.  month  fol- 
lowing the  end  of  each  quarter,  and  to  be  made 
to  the  romptrollor  of  Baltimore  City,  and  to  be 
used  for  the  gonoral  expenses  of  the  ^Fayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore.  The  word 
"Bridge,''  as  used  in  this  ordinance  is  intended 
to  include  the  entire  structure  and  highway 
from  TTannvor  and  Cromwell  Streets  to  the  end 
of  the  bridge  on  the  Anne  Arundel  County 
shore.

Skctiox   1.     Be  it  ordained  hi/  the  Mayor 
njid  City  Coimrtl  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  3 
3 
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of  Article  31  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code,  title 
'^ Sabbath"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed 
and  reordained  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  (a)  Every  person  who  shall  fish 
or  hunt  or  who  shall  play  ball  or  any  other 
game  whatsoever  on  the  Sabbath  Day,  common- 
ly called  Sunday,  within  the  limits  of  Balti- 
more City,  except  as  hereinafter  authorized, 
shall  for  each  oifense  pay  a  fine  of  one  dollar; 
and  every  ordinary  or  public  garden  keeper  who 
shall  suffer  or  allow  in  or  upon  his  premises  any 
kind  of  gaming  or  sport  on  the  Sabbath  Day, 
shall,  for  eyerj  individual  so  permitted  to 
offend,  pay  ten  dollars. 

(b)  Nothing  in  this  ordinance,  however,  shall 
l>e  construed  as  prohibiting  or  penalizing  the 
playing  in  the  public  parks,  private  parks  and 
on  open  lots  under  permits  from  the  Mayor  and 
the  owner  of  such  open  lots  on  Sunday  of  the 
games  of  amateur  baseball,  golf,  lawn  tennis, 
croquet,  basket-ball,  foot-ball,  lacrosse,  quoits, 
soccer,  and  field  and  track  exercises : — provided 
any  of  the  games  enumerated  in  this  paragraph 
(h\  are  played  on  Sunday  within  the  hours  of 
2  P.  M.  and  8  P.  M. ;  and  provided,  further, 
that  such  games  are  played  without  prizes,  re- 
ward or  compensation  to  the  participants  there- 
in, and  without  any  direct  or  indirect  charge  to 
the  spectators  who  may  witness  the  game,  and 
without  any  voluntary  donations  from  said  spec- 
tators, and  without  issuance  to  any  person,  at  a 
price,  of  cards  purporting  to  be  meml">ership 
cards  in  any  club  or  other  organization,  said 
cards  being  used  for  admission  purposes  to  any 
such  game:  and  provided  further  that  no  such 
game  shall  be  played  at  any  place  within  the 
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limits  of  llaltiiiioro  City  except  within  tlic  pub- 
lic parks,  private  parks  and  on  open  lots,  under 
permits  from  the  ^layor  and  the  owner  of  such 
open  lots,  and  subject  to  such  reasonable  regu- 
lation as  to  the  plac(»s  in  the  public  parks  where 
such  games  may  he  played  as  may  be  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  of  Baltimore 
City.

are.

Maintain  and  Oper- 
ate Double  Electric  Railway  Tracks  with  the  neces- 
sary Curves,  Poles,  Overhead  Trolley  Wires,  Feed 
Wires  and  Overhead  Construction  and  Appurte- 
nances, and  to  OiKU-ate  and  Maintain  an  Electric 
Railway  on.  Along  and  over  Liberty  Heights  Ave- 
nut,  from  Reisterstown  Road  to  Berwyn  Avenue, 
with  the  right  to  make  connections  with  the  Exist- 
ing Tracks  of  the  T'nited  Railways  and  Electric 
Company  of  Baltimore  at  Reisterstown  Road,  Gar- 
rison Avenue  and  Berwyn  Avenue,  by  all  necessary 
Curves,  Switches  and  appurtenances. 

Section   1.     Be  it  m^dained  hy  the  Mayor 
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and  City  L'ouncll  of  Baltimore  that  The  Uuited 
luiihvays  and  Electric  Compay  of  Jialtimore, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hiy  down,  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate  double  electric 
railway  tracks  with  all  the  necessary  curves,

Au  ordinance,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  tlie  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland,  passed  at  its  January  Ses- 
sion in  the  year  lUlG,  Chapter  25,  to  authorize  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  borrow,  and 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  issue  the 
notes  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars 
($1,000,000)  in  any  one  year,  and  not  to  exceed  in 
the  aggregate  90%  of  the  estimated  revenue  which 
will  accrue  under  the  Act  of  1912,  Chapter  GS8,  the 
proceeds  of  said  notes  to  be  used  to  provide  the  pav- 
ing commission  of  Baltimore  City  with  the  funds 
necessary'  for  the  prompt  continuance  and  comple- 
tion of  the  work  of  laying  modern  paving  throughout 
the  City,  as  authorized  by  the  Act  of  IDOU,  Chapter 
401,  and  any  amendments  thereto. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore^  that  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  hereby  author-

thence  running  on  and  in  the  center  of  Siiid  Han- 
over Street  Bridge  to  its  southern  end  in  Balti- 
more County;  thence  running  still  southerly  on 
and  in  the  center  of  the  highway  now  l)eing 
built  by  said  State  Roads  Commission  across  a 
|xdnt  of  land  in  Baltimore  County,  thence  still 
southerly  upon  said  highway  across  the  Patap- 
sco  River.  u|X)n  the  filled  in  land  and  the  two 
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l»ri(]ges  now  IxMiig  built,  to  tlic  intersection  of 
said  liigliway  with  First  Street,  Brooklyn,  Anne 
Arnndel  County,  there  to  connect  with  the  exist- 
ing' double  tracks  of  The  United  Kailways  and 
Electric  Company  of  Baltimore,  and  to  run  on 
the  aforesaid  tracks  cars  to  be  propelled  by  elec- 
tricity supplied  by  overhead  wires  or  by  the 
storage  system  or  by  any  improved  system  which 
may  )3e  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Highways 
Engineer.

condition  or  ci>venaiit  on  the  part  of  the  grantee 
(which  covenant  shall  l>e  so  worded  as  to  run 
with  tlie  land),  that  said  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigiis,  will  uot  sell  or  lease  any  of 
the  proj>erty  or  right  covered  by  such  deed  to 
any  other  railroad  company  or  to  any  corpora- 
tion o^^^led  or  controlled  by  any  other  railroad 
company,  without  giving  to  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  written  notice  stating 
that  it  has  an  offer  for  such  property  or  rights 
and  that  it  is  considering  selling  or  leasing  the 
same,  and  stating  the  amount  of  said  offer,  and 
naming  a  day,  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  days 
from  tlie  date  of  said  notice  when  the  matter  of 
selling  or  leasing  said  property  to  the  party 
nuiking  said  offer,  or  to  the  ]>altimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,  will  be  taken  up  before  the 
Board  of  Estimates  of  the  second  party  or  by 
the  successor  or  assign  of  said  second  party 
who  shall  receive  such  offer  and  give  such  notice. 
At  said  meeting  the  Board  of  Estimates,  or  the 
said  successor  or  assign  of  the  said  second  party, 
shall  receive  the  offer  or  offers  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  of  any  other 
railroad  compan}'  and  shall  sell  or  lease  said 
]>rojx^rty  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  if  it  finally  offers  as  much  as  any  other 
railroad  crunpany;  if  some  other  railn»ad  com- 
])any  finally  offers  more  than  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Compjniy  the  second  j)artv  or  its 
successf)r  or  assign  shall  be  free  to  accept  such 
offer. 
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The  said  deed  shall  further  provide  that  tlie 
first  partY  shall  have  the  privilege  of  using,  on 
an  equal  basis  with  any  other  railroad  com- 
pany, all  tnicks  constructed  or  to  1x3  constructed 
by  the  party  of  the  second  part  on  the  Key 
Highway  or  on  McComas  Street  or  into  the  piers 
or  warehouses  constructed  by  the  second  party 
on  the  property  conveyed  to  it  by  the  first 
party.  This  provision,  however,  is  not  to  be 
understood  to  prevent  the  party  of  the  second 
part  from  making  arrangements  with  some  one 
railroad  company  for  the  'operation  of  cars  over 
said  municipal  railway  upon  such  terms  as  will 
secure  to  industries  connected  with  said  munic- 
ipal railway  the  right  to  ship  by  or  receive 
shipments  from  all  railroad  companies  on  equal 
terms. 

The  party  of  the  first  part  will  procure  a  re- 
lease of  the  award  of  net  damages  of  $5,000  to 
Jane  II.  King,  et  al.,  on  account  of  the  rever- 
sionary interest  in  ].ot  No.  D. 

Second — The  party  of  the  second  part  will 
pay  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  The  Keal  Estate  and  Improvement 
Company  of  Baltimore  City,  for  all  the  land, 
land  under  water  and  riparian  rights  so  to  he 
transferred  to  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
as  provided  in  paragraph  1,  as  net  damages  over 
and  above  the  benefits  to  the  remainder  of  said 
Lots  8,  9,  11,  12  and  14,  not  taken,  a  sum  equal 
to  eleven  cents  (lie)  per  square  foot  for  all 
those  portions  of  said  lots  l^os.  8,  9,  11,  12  and 
14,  lying  between  the  north  line  of  McComas 
Street,  as  laid  down  on  said  plat,  and  the  1900 
pierhead  line,  and  also  at  the  same  rate  of 
eleven  cents  (31c)  per  square  foot  net  for  the 
number  of  square  feet  included  in  the  two  trian- 
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iriiliir  lots  III  the  iiit('rs('('ti(Hi  of  the  third  .section 
of  Kcv  llighwav  aiul  the  north  side  of  McConuis 
Street  as  liereinalx)ve  provided  for,  and  the 
party  of  the  second  part  will  also  ^-ive  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part  the  ric;ht  to  pump  sand 
or  earth  from  the  land  nnder  water  south  of  the 
hnlkhead  line,  as  now  or  hereafter  established 
l>v  ordinance,  sonth  of  ^[cConias  Street,  for  the 
pnr|K^sc  of  flllina'  the  property  l>etwe(Mi  its  tracks 
on  Chiiiii-ett  Street  and  the  north  line  of  ^fc- 
Comas  Street  to  the  elevation  recpiin^d  for  its 
proposed  yard,  said  pnnipini>*  and  return  drain- 
aire,  however,  to  Ix?  carried  by  pii)ing'  under 
^fcConias  Street,  or  sufficiently  hii»li  above  ^fc- 
Conias  Street  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the 
construction  of  said  street  or  the  use  of  said 
street  as  a  ]>u1>lic  hitrhway  after  beinii'  eon- 
strueted. 

The  several  appeals  of  the  party  of  the  first 
part  and  The  "Real  Estate  and  Improvement 
Company  of  Baltimore  City,  now  pendin^i-  in  the 
Baltimore  City  Court  from  the  awards  of  net 
damap.'es  made  by  the  Commissioners  for  Open- 
ing: Streets  for  the  |x>rtions  of  said  lots  Nos.  8, 
0,  11,  12  and  14,  and  also  from  the  awards  of 
the  said  Commissioners  of  net  damages  for  por- 
tions of  lots  ^^os.  21,  22,  23  and  24,  of  Plat 
'^A"  for  the  oponinc:  of  ^fcComas  Street,  orig- 
inally pro}X">sed  to  1k'  taken,  shall  l)e  entered 
'^Acrreed  and  Settled,"  the  party  of  the  sec<md 
part  to  pay  the  costs. 

Iliird  -  The  ])arty  ol"  the  first  ])art,  for  itself 
and  The  Real  Estate  and  Improvement  Com- 
]Kiny  of  Baltimore  C^ity,  will  accept  the  awards 
made  by  the  Commissioners  for  Openinir  Street-^ 
of  net  danni^^es  for  the  |)ortions  (►f  lots  taken 
for  the  condemnation  and  ojxjning  of  the  tliird 
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scclifni  (>f  Key  Tligliway,  {iiid  will  dismiss  or 
(•iuis(»  to  ]h'  dismissed,  tlio  appeals  taken  by  the 
l)arty  of  the  first  part  and  The  Keal  Estate  and 
Im})r()vement  Company  of  Baltimore  City  fronj 
the  actions  of  the  Commissioners  for  Opening 
Streets  in  awarding  net  damages  for  the  por- 
tions of  the  lots  taken  from  the  party  of  the 
■first  part  and  the  said  The  Real  Estate  and 
Improvement  Company  of  Baltimore  City,  for 
the  o])ening  of  the  third  section  of  3vey  High- 
way, and  will  pay  the  costs  of  said  appeals  so 
dismissed,  and  the  party  of  the  first  part  will, 
at  its  o^v^l  expense,  l>nild  the  necessary  bridg'e  to 
carry  its  tracks  over  the  said  third  section  of 
Key  Highway,  w^here  the  same  crosses  Claggett 
Street,  and  will  also,  at  its  own  expense,  build 
the  necessary  bridge  to  carry  its  low  gTade 
freight  line  to  Locust  Point  over  the  said  third 
section  of  Key  Highway,  between  Claggett  and 
^FcComas  Streets,  and  for  whatever  nnmber  of 
tracks  it  may  decide  to  carry  across  said  third 
section  of  Key  Highway,  l)etween  Claggett  and 
^fcConias  Streets.  The  general  plan  of  the 
said  two  bridges  and  the  method  of  their  sup- 
port across  the  third  section  of  the  Key  High- 
way is  shown  on  the  attached  bine  print  marked 
"Bridges  to  be  constructed  by  the  Baltimore  ami 
Ohio  Bailroad  Company,"  and  signed  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  first  party  and  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  second  party.  All  of  said 
bridges  to  be  constructed  in  such  manner  as  not 
to  delay  the  opening  of  the  third  section  of  Key 
Highway  for  travel ;  or,  if  constructed  after  the 
o]iening  of  said  Key  Highway  for  travel,  to  l>e  so 
cxHistructed  as  not  to  obstruct  the  use  of  said 
street. 

Eourth — The  party  of  the  second  part  will 
})ay  the  necessar)^  costs  of  building  and  main- 
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tjiiiiiiii:'  tlic  ln'idgc  across  the  third  section  of 
Kcv  lliirliway  to  carry  the  cxistiiifi:  two  tracks 
of  the  first  party  wliere  the  same  intersect  or 
|)ass  nnder  said  tracks  near  Clement  Street, 
and  the  party  of  the  second  part  \vi\\  also  pay 
the  necessary  cost  of  huildinc  and  maintaining: 
the  bridofe  across  said  third  section  of  Key 
ITiirhway  to  carry  the  two  tracks  leadin^:  from 
the  Ronnd  Honse  at  a  jx^int  to  be  desiiniated 
by  the  fii*st  party  alx>nt  100  feer  south  of  Clair- 
jrett  Street.  The  2:eiieral  plan  of  the  said  two 
bridires  and  the  method  of  their  support  across 
third  section  of  Key  ITiirhway  is  shown  on  the 
attached  blue  print  marked  ^'Bridires  to  be  con- 
structed by  the  flavor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,"  and  signed  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  first  party  and  the  Chief  Enirineer  of  the 
second  j^arty. 

The  bridiies  referred  to  in  this  section  shall 
l>e  built  by  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  re- 
s|>onsible  bidder,  in  full  and  fair  competitive 
biddinir:  all  the  work  to  Ix"  done  under  the  su- 
j)ervision  and  su]>ject  to  the  joint  approval  of 
the  Chief  Enaineer  of  the"  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Kailroad  Com])any  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
Baltimore,  lv>th  as  to  the  ]>lans  and  the  manner 
of  construction.  The  costs  to  l)e  paid  by  the 
city  shall  be  understood  to  mean  the  actual  cost 
})aid  to  the  contract<^)rs  under  the  c/»ntract  and 
extras,  if  any,  ordered  by  said  Chief  Euirineer, 
plus  the  actual  cost  of  any  work  which  may  be 
done  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Kail  road  Com- 
panv's  f(>rces,  exclusive  of  en*rineerin<i:  and  in- 
spection charges.  All  bids  and  estimates  of 
contractors  to  Ix"  submitted  to  and  a]>proved  by 
U»th  the  Chief  Enpneer  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  luiilroad  Company  and  the  Chief  Enp- 
need  of  the  City.     Tf  the  ])rices  bid  are  not  con- 
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sidc'ivd  reasoiiiiblc  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
l)altinioro,  the  party  of  the  first  part,  at  the 
request  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Baltimore, 
will  reject  all  hkls  and  re-advertise. 

It  is  contemplated  that  the  two  bridges  pro- 
A'ided  for  in  this  section  shall  be  constructed 
prior  to  the  opening  of  the  third  section  of 
Key  Highway  for  travel,  and  shall  be  con- 
structed in  such  manner  as  not  to  unreasonably 
interfere  with  the  use  of  the  existing  tracks  by 
the  Railroad  Company  in  their  present  location 
or  in  such  tempoirary  locations  in  which  they 
may  be  put  during  the  construction  of  said 
bridges. 

Fifth — Tlie  party  of  the  second  part  agrees 
that  the  land  acquired  by  it  in  pursuance  here- 
of, for  the  bed  of  Key  Highway,  between  Clag- 
gett  and  ^[cComas  Streets,  shall  be  transferred 
and  conveyed,  with  the  reseiwation  of  the  right 
in  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  carry  additional 
tracks  by  over-head  bndges  over  said  third  sec- 
tion of  Key  Highway,  between  Claggett  and 
^[cComas  Streets,  without  any  franchise  charge 
by  the  second  party  for  such  privilege.  All  of 
said  bridges  to  l>e  constructed  and  maintained 
with  a  vertical  clearance  of  said  third  section 
of  Key  Highway  of  not  less  than  sixteen  (1(>) 
feet  above  the  elevation  now  fixed  by  the  plans 
for  the  third  section  of  Key  Highway  (as  now 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioners  for 
Opening  Streets,  for  tlie  crowm  of  the  roadway 
of  said  Key  .Highway),  but  not  with  a  greater 
clcjirance  unless  the  first  ])arty  desires  it,  and 
with  the  same  an-angemcnit  of  supports  in  the 
Key  Highway  as  is  shown  on  the  attached  blue 
prints  for  the  construction  of '  bridges  provided 
for  bv   the   third   and   fourth   sections  of  this 
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a^ct'iiK'iit.  All  oi  said  bridges  shall  be  con- 
structed and  luaintiuned  under  the  usual  safe- 
guards and  provisions  relating  to  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  bridges  to  carry  rail- 
road trains  over  public  highways;  all  of  said 
bridges  to  Ix^  constructed  in  such  a  manner  as 
not  to  delay  the  opening  of  the  third  section  of 
Key  Highway  for  travel,  or,  if  constructed  after 
the  opening  of  said  Key  Highway  for  travel, 
to  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  obstruct  the  use 
of  said  street. 

Sixth — When  requested  to  do  so  by  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  provided  such  request  is  made 
within  two  years  from  this  date,  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  as  a  condition  of  the  grant  to 
it  of  said  land,  shall  pass  the  necessars'  ordi- 
nance or  ordinances  for  the  closing  of  all  or  any 
of  the  following  streets  and  alleys  which  may 
be  found  to  be  open  or  public  streets ;  reference 
to  said  streets  and  alleys  herein  being  not  in- 
tended to  constitute  a  dedication  or  recognition 
of  any  of  said  streets  or  alleys  as  public  or  open 
streets;  the  necessary  expenses  of  said  closing, 
including  the  damages,  if  any,  awarded  to  any 
I>arty,  shall  Vh'  paid  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part: 

Claggett  Street  east  of  Webster  Street. 

lawman  Street,  south  of  a  line  100  feet  north 
of  The  north  line  of  Claggett  Street. 

1  )ccatur  Street,  south  of  a  line  100  feet  north 
of  the  north  line  of  Claggett  Street.

of  the  north  line  of  Claggett  Street. 

An  unnamed  alley  between  Haubert  Street 
and  Hull  Street,  south  of  a  line  150  feet  north 
of  the  north  line  of  Claggett  Street. 
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Hull  Street,  south  of  a  line  200  feet  north 
of  the  north  line  of  Claggett  Street. 

An  unnamed  alley  between  Hull  Street  and 
Latrobe  Terrace,  south  of  a  line  400  feet  north 
of  the  north  line  of  Claggett  Street.

Seventh — The  party  of  the  second  part  at  the 
request  of  the  party  of  the  iirst  part,  at  any 
time  after  six  months  from  this  date,  will  sell

\\'idtli,  following  the  lines  of  Hull  Street  and 
Andre  Street,  from  Fort  Avenue  to  ^McComas 
Street,  so  far  as  the  same  passes  over  the  prop- 
erty of  the  party  of  the  first  part  or  the  prop- 
erty of  The  Real  Estate  and  Improvement  Com- 
pany of  Baltimore  City,  now  o^vned  or  hereafter 
to  be  acquired,  provided  that  such  viaducts  over 
the  pro{^)€rty  of  the  said  first  party  and  of  the 
Real  Estate  and  Improvement  Company  of  Bal- 
timore City  shall  be  elevated  with  the  standard 
clearance  over  all  railroad  tracks,  said  structure 
resting  upon  supp<:)rts  on  the  property  of  the 
first  party  and  of  The  Real  Estate  and  Improve- 
ment Company  of  Baltimore  City  spaced  eighty- 
three  (S3)  feet  apart  in  the  clear  at  sub-grade. 
The  said  viaducts  shall  be  constructed  and  main- 
tained at  the  expense  of  the  second  party. 

The  party  of  the  first  part  will  also  grant  to 
the  party  of  the  second  part  the  right  to  con- 
struct and  maintain  any  pipes  or  conduits  that 
may  l>e  deemed  tieces^arv  by  the  proper  City  au- 
thorities under  the  railroad  tracks  and  prop- 
erty under  the  line  of  said  viaduct  or  viaducts, 
or  at  any  point  where  said  tracks  cross  any  exist>- 
in<r  street  hereinbefore  agreed  to  be  closed;  the 
same  to  lie  constructed  and  maintained  by  the 
City  without  exj)ense  or  damage  to  the  railroad 
company.  This  provision,  however,  is  not  to  be 
construed  t(»  limit  any  existing  right  of  the  City 
to  lay  pipes  or  conduits  in  any  existing  public 
highway  before  the  same  shall  be  legally  closed. 
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Ninth — The  party  of  the  second  part  will 
proceed  with  reasonable  diligence  tO'  construct 
and  pave  McComas  Street  to  its  full  width  east- 
wardly  from  Hanover  Street  to  the  west  line  of 
the  property  of  the  Pag'e  Engineering  Company, 
shovni  on  said  damage  Plat  ^^A"  as  Lot  'TL/' 
and  will  also,  on  or  before  July  1st,  1921,  ac- 
quire a  right-of-way  not  less  than  thirty  feet 
wide  through  the  property  of  the  McLean  Con- 
tracting Company,  from  the  west  line  of  the  lot 
of  the  American  Agricultural  Chemical  Com- 
pany to  the  east  line  of  the  lot  of  the  Page  Engi- 
neering Company,  said  right-of-way  to  be 
located  immediately  to  the  south  of  the  south 
outline  of  that  portion  of  the  said  ^AfcLean  lot 
which  it  is  contemplated  will  be  acquired  by  the 
party  of  the  first  part  for  its  railroad  purposes. 
Said  right-of-way  to  be  for  the  use  of  the  Amer- 
ican Agricultural  Chemical  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  OAvners  of  said  lot  of  said 
American  Agricultural  Chemical  Company,  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  also  for  the  use  of  the 
owners  of  the  property  abutting  upon  said  right- 
of-way.  And  the  city  will  also  acquire,  on  or 
before  July  1st,  1921,  by  purchase  or  condem- 
nation, a  right-of-way  not  less  than  thirty  feet 
wide  for  a  public  highway  to  form  a  connection 
between  the  east  end  of  McComas  Street, 
through  the  Page  Engineering  Company  lot  to 
the  right-of-way  to  be  acquired  from  the  Mc- 
Lean Contracting  Company.  One-half  of  the 
expense  of  acquiring  said  right-of-way  through 
the  Page  Engineering  Company  lot,  up  to  six 
hundred  dollars  ($600.00),  shall  be  paid  by  the 
first  party.  The  party  of  the  first  part  further 
agrees  that,  in  the  construction  of  McComas 
Street,  in  this  section  provided  for,  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  for  the  City  to  bulkhead  on  the 
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iiortli  side  of  said  ^fcCoinas  Street,  but  the  fill 
for  the  grading  of  said  ^Ie( 'oinas  Street,  Ix^tween 
the  proi>erty  of  the  Page  Engineering  Company 
and  the  property  of  the  Baltimore  Electric 
Comi>any,  may  extend  over  on  the  north  side  of 
McComas  Street  on  the  pi*operty  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part  and  The  Real  Estate  and  Im- 
provement Company  of  Baltimore  City  to  the 
necessary  distance  to  support  the  construction 
of  said  !McComas  Street. 

As  a  condition  to  the  grant  of  the  property 
and  riparian  rights  herein  agreed  to  be  granted 
to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  the  party  of  the 
second  part  will  properly  pass  the  necessary 
ordinance  to  provide  for  the  closing  of  so  much 
of  ^IcComas  Street,  in  process  of  opening  imder 
ordinance  Xo.  50S,  of  July  lOtli,  1914,  as  lies 
east  of  the  west  line  of  the  property  of  the  Page 
Engineering  Company  as  shoun  on  the  Plat 
aforesaid  for  the  opening  of  McComas  Street. 
And  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  that  the 
Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets  will  proceed 
diligently  under  such  ordinance  for  closing  of  a 
portion  of  said  McConuis  Street,  and  that  the 
said  portion  of  said  ^IcConuis  Street  shall,  with- 
in a  reasonable  time  after  this  date,  be  legally 
closed,  and  further,  that  the  party  of  the  second 
part  will  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  party  of 
the  first  part  an  assurance,  in  the  fonn  of  action 
by  the  JIarbor  Board  of  Baltimore  City,  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore 
City,  that  no  iX)rtion  of  the  loan  authorized  by 
the  Act  of  1010,  Chapter  485,  shall  ever  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  McComas  Street  east 
of  the  west  line  of  the  lot  of  the  American  Agri- 
cultural Chemical  Company,  shown  on  said  Plat 
''A''  for  the  opening  of  McComas  Street,  and 
also  that  no  part'of  said  loan  authorized  by  said 
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Act  shall  be  used  for  the  opening  of  any  other 
street  through  the  territory  east  of  the  lot  of  the 
Page  Engineering  Company  and  south  of  Fort 
Avenue.  This  is  not  intended  to  interfere  with 
the  right  of  the  City  to  construct  Hull  Street 
and  Andre  Street  from  Fort  Avenue  to  the 
right-of-way  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio'  Railroad 
Company,  and  thence  by  viaduct  to  McComas 
Street,  as  herein  provided  for. 

In  consideration  of  the  action  herein  agreed 
to  be  taken  by  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
providing  that  the  eastern  terminus  of  McComas 
Street  shall  not  be  fixed  east  of  the  westerly  line 
of  the  property  of  the  American  Agricultural 
Chemical  Company,  the  party  of  the  first  part 
will  provide  the  necessary  track  or  tracks  to  the 
new  Immigration  Station  and  to  the  Detention 
House  and  Government  Warehouses  of  the 
United  States  Government,  or  so  near  thereto

A  Resolution  approvini;  an  n,i;re(Mnent  between  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  McDono.irh  Kducational  Fund  and  Institute  and  the  Jane 
Bay  Home  for  Boys  of  lialtiniore  City. 

Whekeas  an  a^Teemeiit  bearing  date  April  28,  1916,  has 
Ix^en  entered  into  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
^fcDonooh  Educational  Fund  and  Institute  of  the  one  part, 
and  the  Jane  Bay  Home  for  Boys  of  Baltimore  City  of  the 
other  part,  Avhich  agreement  is  of  the  tenor  following: 

Agreement  made  in  duplicate  this  28th  day  of  April  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  between  Robert  H. 
Smith,  E.  Stanley  Gary,  R.  Brent  Keyser,  John  M.  T. 
Finney,  Daniel  C.  Ammidon,  J.  Arthur  x^elson,  Thomas  H. 
Fitchett,  William  W.  Russell  and  Charles  H.  Carter,  con- 
stituting the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  McUonogh  Educational 
Fund  and  Institute  (hereinafter  called  "the  McDonogh  Trus- 
tees'') ;  and  the  Jane  Bay  Home  for  Boys  of  Baltimore  City, 
a  corporation  of  Maryland  (hereinafter  called  "the  Jane  Bay 
Trustees). 

Whereas  the  trusts  administered  by  tlie  respective  parties 
are  substantiall^  simil.ir  in  purpose  and  can  be  more  efficient- 
ly executed  by  co-operation,  as  hc^-einafter  set  forth  ;  T^ow 
therefore  tlic  iiartics  hereto,  each  in  consideration  of  the 
promises  of  the  other,  dn  agree  each  with  the  other,  as  fol- 
lows, that  is  to  say : 

First.  The  ^FcDoungh  Trustees  (subject  so  far  as  mav  be 
necessary  to  the  action  and  approval  of  the  ^Fayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore)  will  convey  to  the  Jane  Bay  Trustees, 
by  their  corporate  uauie,  without  cost,  a  lot  of  ground  con- 
taining one  acre  moi'e  or  less,  at  or  near  the  former  location 
of  the  old  house  recently  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  land  of 
the  ^rcDonogh  Trnstees  at  "^rcDonogh  in  Baltimore  County, 
"NFarvland.      Tlio  J.nie  Bav  Trnstees  will,  with   all   reason- 
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able  speed,  cauj^o  to  \^v  erected  on  said  lot  a  lmildiii|!:  suitable 
for  dorinitorv  and  educational  })urposes,  costini;  approximate- 
ly forty  thousand  dollars;  and  will  eipiip  the  same  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  ten  thousand  dollai*s.  The  plans  and  speci- 
fications for  the  biiildino-  and  e(inij)nient  shall  be  subject  to 
flic  .-innrMV.-il   of    f]i(>  Ar('I)(Uioii'li   Trustees. 

Second.  Said  Iwiildinu'  shall  be  knowni  and  identified  as 
**The  Jane  Ikiv  Home  for  l^oys"  and  shall  be  used  primarily 
for  the  housinc:  of  Jane  "Bay  Scholars,  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, and  for  such  other  ])ui']>oses,  not  inconsistent  there- 
with as  \v\\]  promote  the  common  interest  of  the  whole 
school.  The  Jane  Bay  Trustees  will  from  time  to  time  select 
('subject  to  the  confinnation  of  the  "Nfcl^onofrh  Tnistees)  boys 
to  be  educated  at  the  ^FcDonoirh  School  and  to  he  known  as 
the  Jane  Bay  Scholars,  who  shall  in  all  respects,  as  to  ad- 
vanta^s,  treatment  and  government,  lie  members  of  the  Mc- 
Dono«rh  School  and  as  such  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Banium  Fund  and  of  all  other  available  funds,  prizes  and 
scholarships. 

Third.  Tt  is  recocniized  by  lx>th  parties  that  the  cost  to  the 
^fcDonogh  Trustees  of  educatinc:  the  Jane  Bay  Scholars,  and 
consequently  the  number  of  such  scholars  maintainable  from 
the  income  of  the  Jane  Bay  Trustees,  must  from  time  to  time 
l)e  the  subject  of  adjustment.  Tt  is  agreed:  fA.)  that  after 
setting  aside  from  their  annual  income  the  cost  of  adminis- 
tering the  trust  and  such  further  sum  as  may  l>e  deemed 
necessary  fbut  not  exceeding  oiu*  thousand  dollars  a  year) 
for  an  emergency  fund  until  three  thousand  dollars  have  been 
accumulated,  and  iifter  deducting  any  sums  paid  for  insuring 
and  maintaining  tlieir  building  and  equipment  (but  not  in- 
cluding the  lightinir  and  hentintr  <'»f  the  building,  which  will 
l)e  done  by  the  McDonogh  Trustees),  the  Jane  Bay  Trustees 
will  devote  the  entire  ]>alance  of  their  income  to  the  main- 
tenance of  Jane  Bay  S(diolars  at  the  "NrcOonogh  School. 
TB.)  For  the  first  v(»ar,  and  until  cliauired  by  mutual  con- 
sent, the  numl>er  of  scholars  to  1k'  supported  from  such   in- 
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come  shall  l>e  ascertained  upon  the  cost  basis  per  boy  of 
three  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  per  annum,  and  this  amount 
shall  he  paid  to  the  ^[cDonogh  Trustees  semi-annually,  ac- 
counting from  the  31st  day  of  December,  1916.  Promptly 
after  the  ending-  of  each  year,  the  average  cost  per  boy  of 
the  whole  school  shall  be  ascertained  as  accurately  as  prac- 
ticable, and  the  accounts  of  the  parties  shall  be  equitably 
adjusted  accordingly;  but  in  ascertaining  such  average  cost 
the  McDonogh  Trustees  shall  not  include  their  account  for 
construction  and  repairs ;  and,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  the  num- 
ber of  scholars  supported  by  the  Jane  Bay  Trustees  shall 
be  proportioned  to  their  contribution  toward  the  general 
operating  expenses  of  the  whole  school. 

Fourth.  This  agreement  may  be  terminated  on  the  first 
day  of  July  in  any  year,  provided  that  a  year's  notice  in 
^\Titing  of  the  intention  so  to  terminate  be  given  by  either 
party  to  the  other:  and  upon  such  tennination,  the  value  of 
the  building  and  equipment  of  the  Jane  Bay  Trustees  shall, 
in  default  of  agreement,  he  determined  by  arbitration.  Each 
of  the  parties  shall  select  an  arbitrator,  who  shall  choose  the 
third ;  and  in  case  of  failure  so  to  choose,  a  third  arbitrator 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Bench 
of  Baltimore  City.  The  value  ascertained  by  the  majority 
of  the  arbitrators  shall,  within  thirty  days  from  their  deci- 
sion (and  plus  or  minus  any  sum  due  to  either  of  the  parties 
on  adjustment  of  'heir  accounts),  be  paid  by  the  McDonogh 
Trustees  to  the  Jane  Bay  Trustees, — who  will  thereupon,  by 
apt  corporate  conveyance,  transfer  to  the  ^FcDonogh  Trustees 
the  aforesaid  lot,  building  and  equipment. 

Fifth.  If.  during  the  oxistouce  of  the  agi'eement,  any  dis- 
pute shall  arise  over  the  interpretation  or  application  of  any 
of  its  terms,  such  dispute  shall  be  referred  for  an  equitable 
settlement  and  adjustment  to  an  umpire  selected  by  the 
Presidents  or  Acting  Presidents  of  the  respective  Boards; 
and  the  decision  of  >ur]\  uni])iro  shall  be  final.
